It is a rather late bloomer, and should be planted early 
if you want to hit the shows.

A LITTLE SECRET 


To you amateurs, here is a little secret. Most large 
bulbs will throw two or more spikes, but none will be as 
large and strong as where there is but one spike. So if 
you want a good large show spike, get a large, healthy 
bulb, one we call a “Jumbo” and remove all but the best 
eye, so it will only send up one spike. To do this, 
remove all the husk, then with a sharp pointed knife, 
dig out all but one eye. Do this just before planting. 
Where possible, see that your show glads get plenty of 
water from the time they start the fifth leaf, until 
bloomed. It may be necessary to stake some to keep 
them nice and straight. If they should bloom a few 
days before the show, cut them when they have several 
florets open and place in water, and put in a “Meat 
Market Cooler” (temperature above freezing). This 
way you can hold them several days. Bring them out 
JUST at show time, as they will not hold up too long 
after this treatment. If you want these “Jumbo” bulbs 
please state same on your order.
